British coal miners to end picketing 


LONDON (U P I) — Britain's striking coal miners ended 13 hours of 
talks with the state run coal Board and Prime Minister Edward Heath 
•early Saturday and said they would vote on a 20 per cent pay hike 
proposal and stop picketing the coal mines 
Union leaders said picketing of coal mines would cease immediately 
until the results of the vote were known This could take until 
Wednesday or Thursday, they said 
The 20 per cent hike was recommended by a government-appointed 
board of inquiry. 
The union’s executives recommended that the miners accept the 
$293.8 million additional wage proposal suggested by the board of 
inquiry and end the six-week-old strike which had forced power 
blackouts and industrial shutdowns throughout the nation, the 
mineworkers’ negotiators said The voting will be by individual ballot. 
Earlier the miners had rejected the package and said they wanted a 
25 per cent hike or another $2.60 a week to go back to work 


Union sources said although they failed to get the extra hike, they 
did gain important concessions during the talks at Heath s No, 10 
Downing Street residence, including concessions on bonus payments. 
Heath had called the union chiefs and cabinet members into an 
emergency session Friday when the miners turned down the suggested 
hike. 
Shortly before 1 am Saturday (8pm. EST Friday) the decision was 
made by the miners' negotiating team to put the $293 8 million 
additional wage bill proposal to the miners for a vote. 
The national coal board, which operates the state-run British coal 
mining industry had refused to go higher than the $293.8 million offer. 
It said the 25 per cent raise would have added $26 million to the $293.8 
million that the threeman board of inquiry had recommended. 
When it appeared prospects were dim for a quick settlement of the 
strike, there were warnings of further power blackouts and industrial 
shutdowns. 
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SAIGON 
( U P I )—Communist 
forces in Laos, who already have 
seized large parts of the country's 
rural area, threatened Friday to 
begin offensives against its twin 
capital cities and other major towns 
for the first time in the Indochina 
war.

The U.S. command said Friday 
there had been three protective 


reaction strikes into North Vietnam 
since a 29-hour series of continuous 
raids over the north ended Thursday 
and two more strikes by B52s were 
made inside South Vietnam later 
during the night. 
Since the start of heavy raids Feb. 
9 an average of at least 10 raids had 
been flown daily against Communist 
border bases in the northern half of 
the nation.

strikes by the stratofortresses and 
1.182 by smaller tactical fighter- 
bombers in South Vietnam during 
the past 10 days. 
M ilitary

An offensive had been expected, but 
did not materialize, during Tet 
Lunar New Year holiday truce early 
in the week 
Government ranger troops killed

He is also the proprietor of the Rice

“ President Nixon might help the 
Chinese remodel and modernize.'' 
Wong said during a pause in the 
kitchen of his restaurant. 
There 
are many mines that are closed 
because of lack of money and 
technical assistance. ” 
Wong has a sister living in the 
south of China near Hong Kong. 
Has she written letters telling of 
the Chinese reaction to Nixon’s trip'’ 
“ No, nothing, news in China is slow 
Newspapers are too expensive to 
buy and in most areas there is no 
television or radio,” Wong said 
“ She probably doesn't even know 
Nixon s coming.”

“ When Chiang Kai-Shek dies, the 
Chinese on Tawain will go home to 
the mainland. He doesn t have much 
power anyway.” 
Wong’s face beams when he talks 
about the historic trip now under 
way for the President. “ I hope he 
makes it successful,’’ he said. “ The 
Chinese Communists have kept the 
door closed for so long

Wong 
also 
sees

At first Wong declined to have his 
picture taken. Then he consented 
after being assured the picture 
would be a head and shoulders shot.

Death penalty 
'cruel and unusual' punishment 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- The 
California Supreme Court declared 
the death penalty unconstitutional 
Friday in a decision hailed as a 
turning point in the national debate 
over capital punishment. 
In a 6-1 decision, the court said 
execution is both cruel and unusual 
punishment in today 's world 


“ It degrades and dehumanizes all 
who participate in its processes,’ 
the court said. “ It is unnecessary to 
any legitimate goal of the state and 
is incompatible with the dignity of 
man and the judicial processes.” 
Chief Justice Donald R Wright 
wrote the majority opinion. Justice 
Marshall McComb filed a five-page 


dissenting 
opinion 
opposing 
abolition of the death penalty. 


The decision lifted the shadow of 
the 
gas 
chamber 
from 
106 
condemned criminals in California, 
including Sirhan Sirhan, the assassin 
of Robert F. Kennedy; and Charles 
Manson, sentenced for the notorious 
Tate murders in Hollywood 


The issue of capital punishment is 
also before the U.S. Supreme Court. 


But the California court, in issuing 
its decision said that regardless of 
what the high court does “ death 
may not be exacted as punishment 
for crime in this state ” 


The decision prompted vigorous 
and mixed reaction. Gov. Ronald 
Reagan 
said 
he 
“ thoroughly 
disagreed,” and was branded a 
“ political demagogue” employing 
“ vicious 
rhetoric” 
by 
Anthony 
A m sterd am , 
the 
Stanford 
University 
law 
professor 
who 
argued the case before the court 
Reagan called it “ one more step 
toward totally disarming society in 
its 
fight 
against 
violence 
and 
crime.” The court, he said, “ has 
placed itself above the will of the 
people.” 
Former Gov. Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown called the decision * the best 
thing that’s happened in the field of 
criminal jurisdiction in the last 100 


years ” 
San Quentin Warden Louis Nelson 
said he regretted abolition of the 
death penalty but was relieved that 
he would not have to become “ the 
Eichmann of California” if capital 
punishment had been upheld and 
mass 
executions 
of 
the 
107 
condemned persons in California 
had been ordered. 


On San Quentin's huge Death Row 
itself, the reaction was “ happy," 
Associate Warden Joseph O’Brien 
said, “ but there was no emotional 
demonstration ” 
He said the inmates of Death Row 
“ want to wait until the whole thing 
becomes definitely settled ”

I had a call the other day

you will remember that 
when

Cowles 
announced the liquidation of 
Look Magazine, he placed 
the blame on the shoulders 
of the i’ost Office Indeed, 
the projected increase in 
postal rates for magazine 
publishers, over a period of 
five years, is about 150 
percent 
What to do'’ My friend 
was soliciting support for a 
m easure pending 
in 
Congress 
which 
would 
subsidize 
magazines 
as 
educational matter. After 
all — the rationale goes — if 
it 
IS the business of the 
government 
to 
subsidize 
education, as 
everybody 
nowadays agrees that it is. 
what is more educational 
than reading matter'’ And 
anyway, at the proposed 
fifty million dollars per 
year, 
aren't 
we 
talking 
about less than the price of 
one 
torpedo 
boat, 
or 
whatever" 
My friend being a stout 
believer in the free enter­ 
prise system. I recalled 
once 
again 
La 
Roche­ 
foucauld's dirge. ‘Sad IS the 
lot of the woman who is at 
once passionately inflamed, 
and 
inflexibly 
virtuous." 
But actually, it requires 
something 
less 
than 
inflexible virtue gently to 
resist the temptation, which 


IS. 
after all. forever to 
shield the consumer from 
the true cost of what he 
seeks to do, whether to ride 
a subway, attend college, or 
buy Time Magazine 
Here are some interesting 
figures just out from the 
Magazine 
Publishers 
Association, which give us 
an idea of what happened to 
magazine publishing during 
the 
five 
years 
between 
January 
I. 
19H6. 
and 
December 31, 1970 In 1966 
(I round the figures off i. the 
magazines surveyed t(K)k in 
advertising revenue of 7‘20 
million dollars Five years 
later, that sum was down — 
to $714 million 
Revenue 
from subscription was $‘203 
million, almost three time's 
the single copy revenue of 
$75 
million 
Five 
years 
later, these revenues had 


risen substantially to a total 
of $370 million; subscription 
revenue was now over three 
times that which a publisher 
gets from sales at the news- 
tands. 
During those five years, 
postage 
rose 
from 
$74 
million to $96 million -- a 
very substantial increase, 
but only a hint of what was 
— is — to come And during 
that 
period, 
profits 
collapsed 
— 
from 
$99 
million to $37 million. 
So that, one calculates, 66 
percent 
of 
magazine 
revenues came from adver­ 
tising, 23 percent from the 
readers, who pay about one 
third the cost of producing 
the magazines they fondle. 
The profit is down to a 
dangerous 
level 
— 
2.6 
percent Profits were down 
50 percent between 1969 and 
1970. 
What is wrong with that 
picture seems plain enough. 
It is the heavy reliance on 
the 
advertiser, 
and 
the 
under-reliance 
on 
the 
consumer. 
For 
some 
reason, 
the 
traditional 
psychology in America calls 
for 
making 
the product 
cheaper to the reader if he 
will permit you to wrap it 
up, put a stamp on it, and 
deliver it to your door. Thus 
the 
notices 
we are all 
forever receiving: $5.29 for 
52.9 weeks of the National 
Weekly, saving you $15.28 
over the newstand price. 


Now, when the post office 
decides against subsidizing 
publishers, the publishers 
protest 
They have every 
reason 
to 
protest 
the 
impacted inefficiencies of 
the post office, which the 
post office gets away with 
only because it is non­ 
competitive 
— 
if 
Pan 
American 
were 
the 
exclusive 
trans-atlantic 
carrier, it would take us 27 
hours to fly London-New 
York, and cost a thousand 
dollars. But they cannot, 
with very good conscience, 
ask the taxpayer to share 
the cost of delivering Mrs. 
Jones’ Cosmopolitan merely 
because 
she 
refuses 
to 
waddle 
over 
to 
the 
newsstand to buy it, or to 
pay the extra cost of having 
It delivered to her house 
The answer is surely that 
which British publishers are 
increasingly 
relying 
on. 
Magazine 
subscriptions 
should be sold at $X — plus 
postage.

California 
Supreme 
Court 
decision

down the death penalty was 
mixed Friday, 
with one 
legislator 
terming 
it 
a 
"victory for the dignity of 
man" and another calling 
for the ouster of jurists who 
voted for it. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan den­ 
ounced it "as one more step 
toward 
totally disarming 
society in its fight against 
violence and crime. " He 
accused the court of placing 


itself "above the will of the 
people.” 
Reagan said he will ask 
Attorney General Evelle J. 
Younger to seek a rehearing 
of the issue and if the court 
refuses to reconsider it, 
"the people should express 
their 
opinion 
through 
a 
constitutional amendment.” 
In the legislature, Sen. 
George 
Deukmejian, 
R- 
Long Beach, introduced a 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment which would, in 
effect, reinstitute capital 
punishment in California. 


Assemblyman 
Alan 
Sieroty, 
D-Beverly 
Hills, 
author of a bill to repeal the 
death 
penalty, 
said 
the 
decision was "not a victory 
for the men and women on 
death row. It is a victory for 
the dignity of man, for those 
who believe in the sanctity 
of life.” Sieroty said there 
was no need now to proceed 
with his repealer. 
Assemblyman 
F'loyd 
Wakefield. R-South Gate, an 
outspoken supporter of the 
death penalty as a deterrent 
to crime, said the ruling "is

the nation was stuck with a “cobbled up” 
antiballistic missile system as a result of a 
major blunder at its inception. 
Dr. Harold Agnew, one of the developers 
of the atomic bomb and director since 1943 
of the Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory, 
said he was backing the Safeguard ABM 
because it was the only hardware the 
Defense Department could provide today. 
But, in a letter to three senators, he said 
“the cold facts are that for reasons I won’t 
attempt to explain and probably couldn’t 
anyway, our scientific leaders’ made a 
very bad blunder some years ago and have 
been redoubling their efforts through every 
means possible to make their decision 
appear to be correct. ” 


Agnew defended Safeguard in the long 
and bitter scientific debate that preceded 
its narrow approval by Congress in 1969. 


But he said he had always ielt that the 
United States should have developed a 
different kind of system —one with 
smaller, cheaper radars that would be 
more difficult for the enemy to destroy. 
That type of system called “ Hardsite.” is 
now under development by the Defense 
Department, but is years away from 
production. 


“ I have always said I would only field a 
system which is now vaguely called 
Hardsite and into which we hopefully are 
backing,” Agnew said. “Sen. Symington 
might say, Harold, why the hell did you 
defend 
Safeguard 
if 
you 
believe 
in 


Hardsite?’ My answer remains that I 
believe in ABM and a cobbled up Safeguard 


is the only hardware DOD (the Defense 
Department) can provide today. I believe 


that if we kill Safeguard we kill ABM and 
that I believe would be wrong.”

The agency gave progress reports on the probes and said 
despite being 151 million miles from earth, radio contact 
was stable. 
‘‘Measurements have shown that the temperature at a 
depth of several score centimeters below the surface does 
not practically vary with the time of the day and night,” 
Tass said. 
“Seasonal changes of temperature at this depth are 
appreciably less compared with the temperature of the 
surface. The data obtained point to a low heat conductivity 
of the Martian soil.”

Alcohol major drug problem in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Alcohol is “ the major drug 
problem in this country,” the government reported 
Friday in announcing a $200.000 advertising campaign 
against excessive drinking endorsed by the liquor 
industry. 


In the first annual report to Congress required by a 
new law. the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW) said that about 9 million persons 
—nearly 10 per cent of the work force —suffer from 
alcoholism or lesser drinking problems. 


About 28,000 traffic deaths a year are attributed to 
alcohol abuse, the 121 page report said, and the annual 
loss to the nation’s economy is about $15 billion. 


Spokesman for an ll-member task force that pre­ 
pared the report announced an intensive campaign 
of ads on television and radio and in newspapers 
drawing comparison between alcohol and other drugs. 
A spokesman said the project has full support of the 


private licensed beverage Institute and of the 
Advertising Council 


Dr. Morris E Chafetz, director of the National 
Institute on Alcohol Abuse andalcoholism set up under 
the new law, said in a statement. 


“We are not telling people to drink or not to drink 
That is a personal, private decision. What we are 
saying is that if one chooses to drink, he has a 
responsibility not to destroy himself or society. This 
in its broadest sense is responsible drinking " 


Citing an example of the prevalence of alcohol abuse, 
Chafetz said there are over 600.000 alcoholics in New 
York City, compared to 125,000 heroin users. “To 
most of us heroin abuse seems somehow foreign and 
removed,” he said, “while alcoholism is familiar and 
close. Therefore, the result is predictable: New York 
provides almost 40 times the funds for narcotics than 
for alcoholism programs.” 


U.S. diplomat arrested for spying 


CAIRO (UPI>—An American woman diplomat was 
arrested and taken into custody last September for spying 
in Egypt, an aide to President Anwar Sadat disclosed 
Friday. 
The aide, Hassanein Heikal, reported in his weekly 
column in the semi-official newspaper A1 Ahram, which he 
edits, that the incident prompted a diplomatic crisis 
between the Egyptian and U.S. governments. 
Heikal said the woman, who was not identified, was part 
of “a gigantic espionage case” and was caught “red 
handed’ last September attempting to obtain information 
about new Soviet planes in Egypt. He said the woman acted 
as liaison for an Egyptian and an agent for the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agencv (CIA). 


(In Washington, the U.S. State Department declined to 
disclose the name of the woman involved in the incident. 
Officials said privately the department does not intend to 
comment on the incident or give the charges any credence 
in advance by disclosing who was involved.) 
In his column, Heikal said Washington attempted to pres­ 
sure Egypt into releasing the diplomat by threatening to 
cancel a meeting between Egypt’s foreign minister at the 
time. Mahmoud Riad. and Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers. Then, he said, Washington advised that the incident 
could “obstruct the efforts by the U.S. to solve the (Middle 
East) problem” 
There was no indication, either from Heikal’s column or 
from Washington, whether the woman has been released

“The theater is changing,” Cronyn says. “ The de­ 
centralizing process is continuing. If an actor wants to 
act on the stage, he must leave New York Unless you 
are a musical comedy actor, you can’t make a living in 
New York.

Cronyn has appeared in four productions in Los An­

"T he theater today,” he says, “ has no interest in tak ­ 
ing up unusual or timely or provocative themes. That 
seems to be the province of films at the moment. And 
that m akes it tragic for those of us who prefer the vine­ 
yard of the stage.” 
Cronyn did one television series, in 1954- ‘or was 
it ’55?”—called The Marriage. It was based on the big 
stage success enjoyed by him and his wife. Jessica 
Tandy, “The Fourposter,” and they did it together 
“ The M arriage was a hit,” he says, “ but we only did 
seven of them. And we turned down fantastic offers to 
continue. Jessie didn’t want to go on. I have no regrets, 
but we probably would be rich today if w e’d gone on. 
“ I ’d do a series now. if a good one cam e along that 1 
could do in the same way Jim m y Stewart and Hank 
Fonda do theirs, getting all their work done in four 
months.”
